The K rem lin’s pro pag anda, no 
m atter ho w shrill, can no lo ng er dis­ 
g uise the underpriv ileg ed po sitio n o f 
R u ssia’s wo rking wo men so m e 53 
y ears after the Bo lshev ik rev o lutio n. 
Ev en so m e So v iet 
so cio lo g ists 
no w adm it that m any wo m en labo r 
under unhealthy and ex acting co ndi­ 
tio ns, particularly in heav y indu­ 
stry , and are inadequately pro tected 
fro m ex plo itatio n by men. 
In their v iew, the w o m an ’s bur­ 
den o f co ping with a jo b and a family 
leads to unw elco m e so cial co nse­ 
quences, such as an increase in 
bro ken m arriag es, juv enile delin­ 
quency and a falling birth rate.

fo remen and wo rks m anag ers—are 
held by men. 
“ Why do es a wo m an dig a ditch 
while fat-face Iv an stands there and 
m arks in a little bo o k ho w m any 
cubic m eters o f earth she piles up? ” 
The Literary Gazette asked. 
“ Why is Mary wo rking in the 
field while Peter, in the prim e o f his 
life, sits there to ting up her wo rk 
day ? Why has Leno chka g o t a h am ­ 
mer while Michael runs aro und with 
a tape m easure? ”

status o f fem ale labo r, rare in Rus­ 
sia,

Kremlin. 
So v iet wo men, especially the un­ 
qualified, are hardly aw are o f their 
underpriv ileg e status. Only a m ino r­ 
ity , usually the y o ung and ihe better- 
educated, see the true lack o f equali­ 
ty o f the sex es. Ev en their d issatis­ 
factio n is seldo n ex pressed in so cial 
pro tests but rather in perso nal ten­ 
sio ns and a strained fam ily atm o ­ 
sphere. 
Thus, o n Mo nday m any o f Rus­ 
s ia’s wo rking wo m en, as is the cu s­ 
to m, will g et flo wers but no t a day

An article in Fo rtune m ag azine 
blamed the bankruptcy o f the Penn 
Central Railro ad o n the inability o f 
the Pennsy co m puters to “ talk ” to 
tho se o f the New Yo rk Central. 
It’s thing s like this that m ake 
co m puter 
pro fessio nals 
want 
to 
clim b the wall. One o f them is Wal­ 
ter M. Carlso n, president o f the As­ 
so ciatio n fo r Co mputer M achinery 
and a technical co nsultant to IBM. 
Ten y ears ag o , co m puter reliabil­ 
ity was a pro blem, he writes in The 
Office m ag azine. But to day , co m ­ 
puter hardware “ is breathtaking ly 
reliable.” A rev iew o f so -called co m ­ 
puter erro rs rev eals a 
key punch 
transpo sitio n, a defect in the o rig inal 
sy stem s analy sis o r a pro g ram ing 
bug —all peo ple erro rs. 
What 
then 
acco unts 
fo r 
the 
blame-the-co mputer sy ndro m e? 


Fo r o ne thing , Carlso n believ es, it 
is a sy m pto n o f ev e ry o n e’s g ro wing 
sense o f iso latio n and frustratio n in a 
wo rld o f deperso nalized sy stem s. (I 
Am a Hum an Being , etc.) 
Also , ex perienced o ffice m an ag ­ 
ers o ften resent y o ung co m puter 
peo ple co m ing in and taking o v er, 
talking a strang e new lang uag e o f 
input, 
o utput, 
feeds and speeds. 
There is a subco nscio us and so m e­ 
tim es co nscio us desire to g et ev en 
with the co m puter. C areless m is­ 
takes are m ade in data reco rding . 
Carlso n is co nv inced the anti­ 
co m puter reactio n is o nly tem po ­ 
rary . It has to be. 
“ Witho ut co m p u ters,” he say s, 
“ we will nev er be able to mo nito r the 
air and w ater po llutio n that sur­ 
ro unds the g lo be. Witho ut co m put­ 
ers, we will nev er be able to build 
successful m o dels o f o ur eco no m ic 
sy stem so that we can desig n w ay s 
o f m inim izing the effects o f eco no m ­ 
ic fluctuatio ns. 
In sho rt, witho ut 
co m puters, w e will nev er be able to 
reg ain co ntro l o v er the incredibly 
co m plex hig h techno lo g y that ro lls 
o v er o ur liv es. 
“ Co m puters ex tend the mind o f 
man, g iv ing it near-infinite lev er­ 
ag e. They mig ht be the ultim ate to o l 
. . . fulfilling the pro m ise o f m an ’s 
enco unter with m achines to finally 
impro v e, no t the standard o f liv ing , 
but the quality o f life .”

Su ch failu re is man ifest in the ev o lu ­ 
tio n o f the wo rld reserv e sy stem o v er the 
p ast y ear an d is mo st likely to trig g er 
fu rther radical chan g es sho rtly in the in ­ 
tern atio n al reserv e sy stem. The fu tu re o f 
the n ewly bo rn Sp ecial Drawin g Rig hts 
(SDRs) is in dan g er, an d so is the p riv i­ 
leg ed ro le o f the p ap er do llar as a reserv e 
cu rren cy fo r fo reig n cen tral ban ks. The 
lo ss o f this p riv ileg ed ro le fo r the do llar 
will dep en d critically o n the sp eed with 
which the m em bers o f the Eu ro p ean 
Eco n o mic Co mmu n ity p ro g ress to ward 
the fu ll eco n o mic an d m o n etary u n io n 
en v isag ed at The Hag u e Su mmit Co n fer­ 
en ce o f December 1969 an d co n firmed at 
the Min isterial meetin g o f Feb. 9 this 
y ear. 
THE FAILU RE IS OBVIOUS to all 
The creatio n o f SDRs was desig n ed to 
w ard o ff a threaten in g sho rtag e o f in ter­ 
n atio n al m o n etary reserv es. Bu t it has 
co in cided in stead with an u n p receden ted 
flo o din g o f the wo rld reserv e sy stem in 
1970: an additio n o f $14 billio n , i.e., sev en 
times the av erag e an n u al in crease o f the 
p rev io u s decade an d n early three times 
the in crease targ eted by the In tern a­ 
tio n al Mo n etary Fu n d when the size o f 
the first SDR activ atio n was ag reed o n , 
little mo re than a y ear ag o . 
The first reactio n o f the m o n etary 
a u tho r itie s — e sp e c ia lly in W estern 
E u ro p e— is to wo n der ho w o n e co u ld 
ju stify fu rther SDR creatio n at a time 
when the wo rld reserv e p o o l is already 
cho ked with o ther fo rms o f reserv e in ­ 
flo ws. The seco n d is— o r will be— to 
co n sider whether these latter in flo ws 
themselv es can co n tin u e to be accep ted 
witho u t an y limitatio n . 
THE SDRs PLAYED o n ly a mo dest 
ro le in the 197 0 reserv e in creases.

flo w o f do llars that wo u ld driv e the do llar 
ex chan g e rate belo w 99 p er cen t, o r ev en

Tornadoes can strike at any time of year, as demonstrated by the deadly twisters that tore through the Mississippi 
Delta in February, but peak months are April through June, a period during which the National Weather Service 
maintains a nationwide aiert system, SKYW ARN . No area is completely immune, but most of the whirling winds 
occur between the Rockies and the Appalachians according to an intensity pattern centered on Oklahoma. A tornado 
frequently travels from southwest to northeast, cutting a path of maximum destruction one-eighth mile wide and 
tive miles long. Winds can exceed 250 miles an hour. In recent years, the tornado toll in the United States has varied 
from a low of 461, with 31 deaths, in 1963 to a high of 912, with 116 deaths, in 1967 
Skywarn 71 is launched 


The National Weather Service 
has launched SKYW ARN 71, 
this year’s campaign to save 
lives from tornadoes. 
Each year, the Weather Serv­ 
ice (formerly the Weather Bu­ 
reau) 
an agency of the Com­ 
merce Department’s National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad 
ministration 
inaugurates the 
SKYW ARN campaign

P RE P A RE D N E S S is the key 
word in dealing with tornadoes.

Safety Rules 
When a tornado approaches, 
immediate act ion can save your 
I i fe! 
In office buildings, go to an in­ 
terior hallway on the lowest 
floor, or to the designated shel­ 
ter area. 
In homes, the basement offers 
the greatest safety. Seek shelter 
under sturdy furniture if possi­ 
ble 
In homes without base­ 
ments, take cover in the* center 
part of tin* house, on the lowest 
floor, m a small room such as a 
closet or bathroom, or under 
sturdy furniture. 
Keep some 
windows open, but stay away 
from them 
In shopping centers, go to a 
designated shelter area (not to 
your parked car). 


In 
schools, follow advance 
plans to an interior hallway on 
the lowest floor 
In open country, move away 
from the tornado’s path at right 
angles. If there is not time to es­ 
cape, lie flat in the nearest ditch 
or ravine. 
Mobile homes are particular­ 
ly vulnerable to overturning 
during strong winds and should 
bo evacuated when strong 
winds are forecast. Damage 
can be minimized by securing 
trailers with cables anchored in 
concrete footing. Trailer parks 
should have a community storm 
shelter and a warden to monitor 
broadcasts throughout the se­ 
vere storm emergency. If there 
is no shelter nearby, leave the 
trailer park and take cover on 
low, protected ground.

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
rose colored door to the 8-room 
suite swings open, and there she 
stands, a gray-haired lady in a 
fringed midi-skirt, her arms 
outstretched in welcome. 
The essence of mod. like Aun­ 
tie Marne come to life. The 
same throaty laugh, the feigned 
naughtiness, the passion for se­ 
crets, the unshakable aplomb. 
All the similarities are there. 
But this is Auntie Perle, not 
Marne, and she’s in the flesh, 
not fiction. 
From the moment you see 
her, it’s clear that at age 80, or 
thereabouts, Perle Mesta is still 
kicking up her fashionably boot­ 
ed heels. 
I he capital ’s famous “ hostess 
v\ith flu* mostest’’ still spends 
her days in relentless pursuit of 
a party, forever ready to cele­ 
brate anything at all. Except 
her own birthday. 
She hasn’t had a birthday in a 
myriad of Sundays. 
T he date is Perle Mesta’s best 
kept secret. 
Even her best friends don’t 
know if she’s a shocking Aquar­ 
ius or, maybe, a socially-mind­ 
ed ( apricorn. The date is one of 
the few not listed in Who’s Who 
in America. It isn’t listed in the 
county clerk s office in Sturgis, 
Mich., where she was born, nor 
with the Bureau of Vital Statis­ 
tics in Oklahoma where her 
family moved three weeks after 
she was born. 
But in newspaper clippings, 
cracking and yellowed with age, 
the year of her birth is listed as 
1891 No month, no day. 
Now if I tell you I moved to 
Washington when 
I w'as 
18, 
you’ll ask me how long I ’ve 
been here and then you’ll figure 
out how old I am,” said Mrs. 
Mesta in an interview. “ Can’t 
we skip over that part? What 
does if m atter?” 
II doesn’t really, except to 
emphasize that w'ith the energy 
of a woman half her age, Perle 
Mesta keeps to a hectic sched­ 
ule o! daily luncheons, frequent 
speeches, and charity meetings. 
She has trouble keeping track of 
whether she chairman, co-chair­ 
man or just a patron of numer­ 
ous balls and projects. 
“ I spent myself a little too 
much,” she said, brushing the 
thick bangs off her forehead. 
“ I’m cutting back a bit. I used 
to give 30 speeches a year. Now 
I limit myself to six because of 
all 
these 
television 
appear­ 
ances.” 
Perle Mesta has been around 
long enough to qualify as an in- 


st itution in this town, where hos­ 
tesses tend to rise and fall with 
every change of administra­ 
tions. Only a handful have stay­ 
ing power. Perle is one of them. 
She earned her reputation as 
a party giver for the powerful 
under Harry Truman, learned 
!o cook from Dwight Eisenhow­ 
er, sold a house to Lyndon John­ 
son. and swallowed her liberal 
politics long enough to bolt the 
Democratic party and vote for 
Richard Nixon. 
Leading a reporter irtto the 
spacious living room of her 
apartment in the Sheraton-Park 
Hotel, Mrs. Mesta opened the 
interview with a question of her 
own. 
“ Do you have a steady beau, 
dear ' ” asked the woman who 
once tried to interest John Ken­ 
nedy in Margaret Truman. “ I 
love matchmaking.” 
Mrs. Mesta, steering the con­ 
versation from one phase of her 
life to another, laced her anec­ 
dotes with frequent directives— 
“ Now you can’t print that,” or 
“ Here’s a story you can have,” 
and, in a stage whisper, “ But 
I ’m a liberal.” 
And liberal she is. Liberal and 
liberated. Her husband liked 
long hair. She cut hers. He told 
her to stay home and mind the 
servants; she sneaked off to his 
steel plant and encouraged the 
workers to strike for higher 
wages. 
“ Let’s just say I used to go to 
his plant and work among the 
poor when he didn't know it,” 
she said. 
A long-time champion of the 
feminist movement, she presid­ 
ed at the opening of the Wom­ 
an’s Party Headquarters in Ge­ 
neva in 1939. Mrs. Mesta said 
she approved of the woman’s 
liberation movement because it 
has brought attention to some of 
the problems women face. 
“ I believe in equal rights and 
equal pay, but I don’t believe in 
bra-burning and I don’t believe 
in violence,” Mrs. Mesta said. 
Did she consider herself lib­ 
erated while her husband was 
alive? “ I didn’t dare.” 
PerleSkirvin Mesta, daughter 
of William B. Skirvin, an Okla­ 
homa hotel owner who struck it 
rich in Texas oil, and married 
to George Mesta, a millionaire 
steelman from Pittsburgh, may 
not have been liberated, but she 
hardly fit the Woman’s Lib im­ 
age of the exploited female. 
When her husband died in 
1925, Mrs. Mesta’s inheritance 
totaled well over $1 million, and 
she is said to have increased 
her wealth through wise invest­ 
ments. 


Widowed, wealthy and child­ 
less, Perle was linked romanti­ 
cally with a long list of suitors 
during the ’30s, including a vice 
president, senators, congress­ 
men and diplomats, but she nev­ 
er remarried. 
For a long time, she and her 
husband had been identified 
with Republicans. They were 
friends of Calvin Coolidge and 
often dined with him. In 1940. 
after campaigning for Wendell 
L. Willkie. she finally broke 
with the GOP, convinced his de-

feat was a defeat for liberal Re­ 
publicans. Dubbed “ Two-Party 
Perle,” she switched her loyalty 
to the Democrats. 
Even today, in the company 
of Nixon Republicans, she likes 
to point out in a stage whisper, 
“ I ’ve voted for them all, but at 
heart. I ’m a Democrat.” 
She first met Harry Truman 
w hile he was a senator and has 
ramined a personal friend of the 
family, one of the few people in 
Washington to call Mrs. Truman 
“ Bess.”

By 
resting the muscles catch up on 
the amount of blood they need 
and you can walk again.

These localized 
areas of blockage can be cor­ 
rected by surgery and the legs 
returned to normal function. A 
careful study of the arteries in 
the legs is necessary before 
anyone can tell you if you would 
benefit from surgery or not.

The banding is done in con- 
juction with the U.S. Bureau of 
Sports Fisheries and Wildlife. 


“ W e’ve banded 11,308 wood 
ducks since we began the pro­ 
gram in 1955,“ Lockart said. 
“ The banding has been done for 
the most part on the Sanganois 
Refuge, the Union County Ref­ 
uge and at the Mermet Lake 
Conservation Area.” 
Lockart said adult doves have 


been banded since 1967 in an ef­ 
fort to learn more about popula­ 
tion. mortality and movement 
of the small game bird. 
“ We trap the birds in small 
w ire cag es,” Lockart said. 
“ They are then banded and re­ 
leased in the same area. The 
bands tell where to send them, 
and we have to rely on sports­ 
men to return the bands to us to 
make our studies.” 
Since the start of the pro­ 
gram, 6,082 doves have been 
banded. One hundred and nine 
of the 4,322 doves banded from 
1967 through 1969 have been re 
ported to the department. 
“ More than 50 per cent of the 
birds reported were 
nois,” Lockart said. 


C A P E K E N N E D Y , Fla. (A P ) 
— Quietly and outside the lime­ 
light, a big battle is shaping up 
among various states for a huge 
economic prize: location of the 
launching base for the space 
shuttle of the future. 
Cape Kennedy, from where 
man first went to the moon, is 
the leading contender in the 
treasure hunt. 
But its premier position is be­ 
ing threatened by California and 
New Mexico. Oklahoma 
and 
Utah also are in the running, but 
are given only the slightest 
chance to pick the plum. 
At stake are billions of dol­ 
lars, thousands of jobs and a 
possible economic boom for the 
area that wins the launching 
site for the shuttle, the reuse- 
able spaceship, scheduled for 
operation later this decade. 
Politicians 
and 
lobbyists, 
backed by hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars, are hard at 
work in Washington, trying to 
convince President Nixon and 
Congress that the space shuttle 
should be launched from their 
respective states. 
A decision may come later 
this year. 
Cape Kennedy is the leading 
candidate because the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration already has invested $1.5 
billion here for land and for 
launch and support facilities for 
the Apollo moon program and 
other projects. 
But 
the shuttle will be a 
unique craft, and some advan­ 
tages that favored Cape Kenne­ 
dy on earlier programs might 
now work to its disadvantage. 
The complex vehicle is being 
developed to ferry men and sup­ 
plies between the earth and or­ 
biting space stations. It will be 
a fully reuseable two-stage craft 
which will take off vertically. 
The booster stage, the size of 
a Boeing 747 jumbo jet and 
manned by two pilots, will kick 
the orbital section into space 
and then turn around and fly 
back to the launch site, landing 
on a runway like an convention­ 
al aircraft.

pounds of cargo, will continue to 
the space station. It later will 
return to earth with equipment 
and passengers from the space 
lab. It also will land like a 
plane. 
Both segments of the shuttle 
will be designed to fly 100 or 
more times, greatly reducing 
the cost of operating in space. 
The pricetag for the Saturn 5 
rocket and spaceships for the 
current Apollo moon launch pro­ 
gram is $325 million and none of 
the hardware is reuseable. 
One Cape Kennedy disadvan­ 
tage for the shuttle is that the 
launch area is nearly surround­ 
ed by the Atlantic Ocean. That 
made it ideal for the Mercury, 
Gemini and Apollo programs 
and unmanned launchings be­ 
cause 
the 
no-longer-needed 
booster rockets were dumped 
into waters offshore without en­ 
dangering populated areas. 
If either the booster or orbital 
section of a space shuttle should 
stray on takeoff or landing, it 


might land in the ocean's salt 
water. Recovery would be diffi­ 
cult and the resulting corrosion 
could render it no longer use- 
able.

areas many months ago 
California is b, eking either 
Edwards Air Force Base or 
Vandenberg Air Force Base.

Oklahoma has suggested Clin­ 
ton-Sherman Air Force Base. 
Most observers feel Utah and 
Oklahoma are out of the run­ 
ning and their campaigns have 
been lukewarm compared with 
the others.

NASA 
facilities 
group headed by Robert H. Cur­ 
tin will make the choice, proba­ 
bly late this year 
“ We have looked at dozens of 
sites,” Curtin said. “ The objec­ 


tive is to make sure none of the 
bets is missed.” 
NASA originally had hoped to 
begin flight-testing the shuttle in 
1974 and to have an operational 
version ready to support a 12- 
man space station by 1976, with 
the station growing to 50 or 
more men and women by 1980. 
But Congress has been reluctant 
to vote heavy funding at a time 
when the country has more 
earthly problems. As a result all 
target dates have slipped at 
least two years. 
By the time four or five oper­ 
ational craft are built, it is esti­ 
mated that $6billion to $8 billion 
will be spent on the project. 
The hard-pressed California 
aerospace industry, which has 
laid off some 200,000 workers in 
the last four years, is expected 
to receive a good share of the 
hardware development money 
for both the shuttle and the 
space station. These contracts 
will be worth several billion dol­ 
lars. 


But in the long run it will be 
the launching base area which 
benefits most because NASA en­ 


visions a continuing shuttle pro­ 
gram for two or more decades, 
with 25 to 75 launches a year.

Cassius Marcellus Clay, also 
known as Muhammad Ali, it is 
more than a fight, the 32nd of a 
professional career in which he 
has never been defeated. It 
could mean his survival as a 
proud, functional man. 
For any other fighter, that 
would be overstating the case. 
But the man known as Muham­ 
mad Ali has psy ched himself in­ 
to the loftiest ego trip I have ev­ 
er seen in sports. And now that 
he s about to fight Joe Frazier, 
easily the most dangerous oppo­ 
nent in his career, you have to 
wonder how destructive the ef­ 
fects of a defeat will be, in psy ­ 
chic rather than phy sical terms. 
This smacks a little bit of 
armchair psy chiatry , but Ali is 
a guy whose behaviorism a t­ 
tra c ts 
the 
curiosity 
of 
“shrinks.” 
“lie’s very labile in his emo­ 
tions.’’ say s one psy chiatrist I 
know. Labile, in the jargon, 
means prone to undergo dis­ 
placement or change;hence, in­ 
stability . He adds that with the 
temper tantrums and the child­ 
ish behavior in group situations, 
Ali obviously has a drive “to es­ 
tablish himself as superior to 
any body .” 
I here is a tendency to believe 
that his way out braggadocio is 
all part of a put-on, that he’s 
having fun with the people, that 
the real Ali is sensitive, charm ­ 
ing and stable.

He 
wasn’t at all interested in the 
Colts’ celebration, or how they 
won. When he'd had his fun he 
left. 
Even in his casual banter, Ali 
is happiest when he’s putting 
down people. Smug within him­ 
self. he has never had to taste it 
from the other end. Now here’s 
the specter of Frazier, who 
could shatter the Ali gestalt 
with his club-like persistence. 
As a tighter, Ali showed himself 
vulnerable against Oscar Bona- 
vena. a crude slugger who made 
him taste blood.

“ Tom faithfully calls on her 
every day,” a mutual friend in­ 
formed me. 
“ But now he must take a bus 
both ways, for his vision has be­ 
come so fad. he can’t see to 
drive. 
“ Cataracts have formed on 
both 
eyes, 
so his 
vision 
is 
blurred. 
“ But an eye surgeon told him 
3 years ago to come in and have 
at least one of the milky lenses 
removed. 
“ Tom hesitated lest he might 
die and thus leave his wife 
alone. 
“ In the meantime, the cata­ 
racts grew more cloudy until 
now he can’t drive his car at all 
“ Dr. Crane, why don’t more 
people let eye surgeons restore 
their vision?” 


Millions of people have a ter­ 
ror of surgery, though our mod­ 
ern anesthesia eliminates pain 
and most operations are com­ 
paratively bloodless 1 
Thus, men like Tom allow 
themselves to become legally 
blind and in need of white canes, 
plus a “ Seeing-Eye” dog, when 
their sight could easily have 
been saved. 
To be specific, a cataract is 
merely a cloudiness of the lens 
of vour eye. 


In certain ailments, like dia­ 
betes, cataracts may occur ear­ 
ly, so beware! 
But in most instances, cata­ 
racts don't appear till middle 
age or later 
And the sooner you let the eye 
surgeon operate on your eye, 
the more vision you will have 
afterward 1 
Three years ago, if Tom had 
let the surgeon remove the m il­ 
ky lens of either eye, he might 
have been restored to normal 
(20-20) vision, so he could now 
drive a car and hold on to his 
job. 
This operation is bloodless, 
tor you don’t lose even ONE 
DRO P of blood, so will you cata­ 
ract victims please quit worry­ 
ing on that score? 
Besides, it can be done by lo­ 
cal injection, just as the dental 
surgeon “ freezes" the nerves in 


your jaw. 
Within a few days, your eye­ 
ball again looks normal, except 
that milky lens is now gone. 
As a result, you can’t bring 
the light rays to a focus on the 
retina 
without 
wearing 
eye­ 
glasses. 
But with properly fitted spec­ 
tacles, you can often read the 
fine print of a newspaper or 
even thread a needle and sew 
The amount of vision you re­ 
gain depends on how much the 
retina has atrophied from dis­ 
use 
during 
the 
months 
(or 
years) you have procrastinated 
about your eye surgery 
Remember, an idle muscle 
shrinks and an unused organ 
tends to shrivel or atrophy. 
The delicate film part of the 
eye 
(retina) 
likewise is de­ 
stroyed by lack of use. 
So the milky lens stops light 


rays trom entering the eyeball 
to stimulate the retina! 
Thus, the longer you delay 
getting that cloudy lens 
re­ 
moved, the less vision you will 
have even after your eye sur­ 
gery! 
Never stall around about a 
cataract operation! 
It is wise to have both cata­ 
racts taken out, usually at dif­ 
ferent times. 
But many patients who are 70 
or 80 are so delighted to have 
good vision after the first eye is 
operated upon, that they may 
not come back to have the other 
cataract removed.
